The position and configuration ofthe land, 
ag Whether island: or continent, has much to 
# do with the path and history of a typhoon, 

Other circumstances permiiting, typhoons, 
in their passage from ane point to another, 
will generally choose: a course that Ties as 
far as possible over their “favourite sport- 
ing ground," the ocean, They ‘seem in 
fact to revel in the longest practicable lines 
of run ovér free seas. . How often do we 
find them, for cxample, especially in 18¥o, 
rising round the north of Luzon, and then, 
after wetting through the Bashee Channel, 
inclining southward past the mainland coast 
until at length compelled to meet it atthe 
Gulf of Tonquin, One such storm, No. VILL 
of 1880, thus rose along the whole east 
- coast of the Philippines, so as to clear the 
Jand; while, according to Monsieur De- 
chevrens’ charts the centres of two ty- 
phoons, the abovesnamed being one. of 
them, dashed through the narrow Flainan 
Strait as if to avoid ilighting upon the land 
until the Tast possible moment. In that 
year Hainan must have had a terrible time 
of it, no fewer than six typhoons having 
visited the island in, the ‘space of three 
‘months, List. year, however, it escaped 
with one only,” , 

Again, we: find typhoons in iS8t passing 
up tu the very head of the Gulf of Fongain 
hefore taking to the Jand; and another, 
No. VI of 1880, shunning: first the Chi 
coastnear Shanghai ‘and then the hish- 
lands of Kiushiu, A third, No. XII af 
USS1, kept clear of all land, even Up to its 
final escape into the Pacific hy the La 
Perouse Strait north of Yero? while a 
fourth, in May of last: ycar, actually ree 
hounded as if in discust afte striking the 
Shore of Cochin China, Others, compelled 
toset foot upon the land, seem to have taken 
the first possible opportunity of yeuing 
awayayaine tis also noticeable, as acre. 
sultof Monsicur Dechevren investitritions, 
that, once having, so to speak, blunderud 
on to the Jand, typhoons, if free to select, 
choose a path over low level tracts, such as 
Lire valleys onestuaries, in preference to 
hilly or broken country, - 

Theaffinity of typhoorts for the sea which 
yiyesthem birth is easily understood when 
we consider the enormous. part that, is 
played by the vapour of water in their in. 
ternaleconomy. At sea they are freer not 
only to move but to subsist. For the 

“absorption and condensation of immense 
volumes of vapour, which are nec ary 
for the maintenance, of a typhoon's exist- 

“ence and cnergy, can only take place at 

* sca or very near the coast. ‘It }s no wonder, 
then, that these storms are commonly en- 
fechled and reduced to insignificant pro- 
portionsafter a comparatively shortrun over 
the continent, being there deprived of their 
chief aliment, while the inequalities of the 
surface tend to cheek the motion of transla- 
tion, reducetha wind's strength,and derango 
the whole acrial mechanism. We find, ac- 
cordingly, that this was the case with 
several of the storms under discussion, 
while some scem to have been dispersed 
altoyether soon after alighting ‘on , the 
mainland. The: single exception occurs 
in the vise of the Kiang-si typhoon, al- 
ready referred to. Such was the latent 
energy of this terrible and singular storm 
that itincreased instead of diminishing: in 
violence after leaving the sea, : 

Hut, if typhoons have sucha dislike to 
the land in yeneral, what must be their 
specia sentiments towards mountain chains, 
which are wont not only to obstruct 
and divert, but te subdivide and even 
annihilate them? ‘The. fourth typhoon 
of 1881 came completely to grief against 
the hill ranges of the Shantung Peninsula; 
While still retaining full hurricane forec, 
though the hills in question barely reach 
an altitude of a thousand fect. The same 

year shows us five other typhoons as 
hale been splitinto two parts by colli- 
sion with hill-ranges, two of these cases 
having occurred in Luzon, and the rest at 
the south end of Formosa, , Inthe former, 
the operation, owing probably to the in. 
ferior height of the chain, seems to have 
been more tardy than In the latter. Never. 
theless, there was a complete separation 
into two perfect whirlwinds, and jn the , 
Jater instance. (No. XIV of 1881) a 
separation after a day or two ‘into 

. Widely different tracks.” Typhoon No, 
VII of 1881, advancing bol ly.upon the 
south end of Formosa, was soon Split, as 
by an.immense wedge, by the end of the 
mountain range into two large segments, 
which passed northward on cither side of

quently crossed one another twice before 
reaching the latitude of Shanghai, thus 
forming a double loop—a_phonomenon 
attributed by Monsleur Decheyrens to thelr 
mutual attractions and to the, preserva.

_ $n the upper atmosphere. But, though the 
_ tracks were thus interlaced, the storms 
never met, and they finally separated al- 
together, one coming to an end at the en- 
trance to the Yellow Sea, ‘the other 
in Manchuria. ‘The .steamer Gleneve 
had the misfortune. to encounter both 
of ‘them, The tenth typhoon of 1881 
exhibited very similar phenomena, having 
been split in the Same place as its 
predecessor twelve days later. In this case 
the tracks crossed once only, Such, how- 
ever, was the mutual attraction of the two 
segments that one of them managed to 
scramble through, or over, the Formosa 
range, but only to atrive too late by many 
hours at the place ofcrossing, The third 
Splitting at the same point was that of 
typhoon No. XVII of 1881, 'co. whose ob- 
stinate contest with the northeast monsoon 
we have already referred, In this case, 
# the secondary whirlwind, by taking ad. 
vantage of the perturbations caused. bythat 
struggle, worked its way into China, and 
is supposed by Monsieur Dechevrens to

From what has been already said as to 
the manper in which areas of low pressure 
affect the course of whirlinge storms, and 
from the fact that low pressures always 
succeed their passage, it follows thatca 
typhoon which. occurs suon after, und not 
too remote. from, another one will seck

un some “more powerful focus of 
attraction should springs up in’ the 


meanwhile, | Again, the low pressures 
caused by ong-typhoon may tend to niove 
towards those” of a sceond suceced- 
iny it ata s ort interval, anc thus to in- 
fluence the course of the nest comer, 
These points are well brought out in the. 
history of several of last year’s storms, 
Some of the same causes that have been 
referred to as affecting the tracks uf ty- 
phoons'afect also their shape and other 
circumstances. ‘Thus, we find references 
in Monsieur’ Dechevrens’ papers to their 
frequent deformation and occasional res 
duction in size by the land and mountain 
chains, their conypression and. elongation 
ly the massive’ current of the northeast 
Monsuon, and unusually small baro- 
metric depressions resulting from the 
same cause. “Typhoon No, NUL of 1881, 
for example, occurring at the: en of Sep- 
fomber, had to fight is way northward 
inst the monsoon. whieh* hemmed itin 
on cither side, causing a strongly marked 
Nattening in the direction of its eourse, a 
similar elongation of the central region, 
and slight barometric depression, Further 
north, when clear of the monsoon, it ret 
sumed its typhoon shape and reat de- 
pression, : : 
Sonic storms have shown an evident 
partiality for the warm oean current 


Which washes “the shores of Japan, its 


vapours supplying an abundance of ready 
fuel for a typhoun's enerpry, 

The rate of progress of typhoons over’ 
the globe's surtace ts extremely: variable, 
the records showing all velucities from two, 
to upwards offifty niles an hour, One 
authority indecd assigns a speed of eighty 
miles to No. 1V of 1880, during part of its 
career, At the outset they are mostly 
small in size and of moderate violence, 
expanding as they advance, and increasing 
in strength and velocity. From five or 
six to fifteen miles an hour would seem to 
be their average speed over the southern 
seas, But in the north their motion 
is always greatly accelerated, and may 
he taken as averaging ‘from filteen to 
thirty-five miles, In nearly all cases, how- 
ever, there is a well-marked difference in 
their rate of progress over the land and sea 
in the same neihbourhood, In fayour of 
the latter, i: 

‘In dimensions there is also a considere 
siderable range, the diameters as shown 
in these crecords varying from‘120 to 
420 miles, and in one case reaching to 
some Soo niles, though this one was ex- 
centfic, with a forward radius of 500 miles, 
In another case the northern “radius is 
stated at frum 350° to 360 miles, and in 
another the “forward fimit’” is putat no 
less thin zoo miles from the centre, 

Of the wind's actual velocity, such obser- 
vations being limited toplaces supplied with 
the proper instruments, there are not very 
many records.’ The greatest actually re- 
gistered is 95 miles per hour, at Tokio, on 
the 4th of October, 1880, but the anemo- 


climax of the storm, when itwas estimated 
that the velocity must at times have ex. 
ceeded one hundred miles per hour, In 
typhoon No. VII or 1881, the velocity was 
estimated by the Director of the Manila 
Observatory to have reached one hundred 
miles, but in this case again both of the 
ancmometers were destroyed by the wind.’ 

Barometric observations; taken at vari. 
ous paris of the several storms,: are of 
course abundant, and full of interest for 
the expert, Records at or near the cen- 
(res. are, however, comparatively few, 
These seem to indicate an average of 
about.28.s0 inches as the minimum depres- 
sion, but in one- remarkable case,-that of 
typhoon IX of 1880, the barometer fell 
to 27.05 inches. This is the only instance 
but one (27.95) of a lower reading than- 
28 inches, The barometric * rradient,’’ 
or proportion of change of pressure to 
horizontal distance, is an interesting ob- 
Ject of study in connexion with. gyrating 
storms, The units of expression for 
this gradlent adopted by British meteor. 
ologists are one-hundredth: of an Inch 
of mercury and sixty geographical nilles 
of distance. Thus, a fall of one, inch in 
sixty such miles corresponds to a gra- 
-dientof too. Mr. Blanford has stated that 
in the cyclones of India the gradient some- 
times reaches to 120: But we find two cases 
among the recent typhoons in which this 
figureis largely exceeded, namely, No. IX of 
1880, above referred to as having: exhibited 
the unusual depression of 27.05 inches, and 
No. [V of 1881. In the fitst of these the 
gradient near the centre was 173, and in, 
the second 166, If it be ‘true that 
the force of the wind in aerial vor- 
tices is proportional to the steep- 
ness of the gradient, its fury must 
have been terrible on these noteworthy 
occasions, as indeed js attested by the 
whole history of the storms, and by the re- 
cords of marine disasters,
